REMARKS 

The Final Rejection has been carefully considered. The objections raised do not seem 
to originate from the prior art but from a so-called man skilled In the art, but only as an 
extension of the cited prior art solely for the purpose of supplying missing disclosure 
and teachings. Applicant submits that rejection of cleariy expressed limitations that are 
specified as critical In the specification need to be predicated on published documents 
that show clear teachings, and not drawn out of thin air based on what is being claimed. 
Submitted herewith is a declaration of the inventor describing specificaily objective 
evidence and facts supporting the criticality of the claimed limitation recited in the main 
method claim 21 and main product claim 27. 

As wiil be apparent from the claims, the critical limitations regarding the solid seasoning 
being in particulate or powder form and having a particle size of 2 to 10 mils; the solid 
seasoning being mixed with 0.1 to 10% by weight of a binder; and the binder having the 
physical property that it will disintegrate when heated from 100 to 140 degrees F are not 
disclosed in the cited prior art, nor Is it suggested or taught by the prior art. The 
inventor's declaration provides abjective facts and evidence to support the criticality. 
According claims 21 to 32 deserve to be held allowable. 

In light of the foregoing remarks, this application should be in condition for allowance, 
and early passage of this case to issue is respectfully requested. If there are any 
questions regarding this amendment or the application in general, a telephone call to 
the undersigned would be appreciated since this should expedite the prosecution of the 
application for ail concerned.
